Unlon county has always done
her duty when she saw it aiad she
will not fall to act consclentiously
this time.

It is not my purpose to say what
her duty Is, nor Is It my intention
to advise her how to vote, The peo-
ple of Unlon county are an Intelll-
gent folk and like to know the issue,
and when they know it, it Is not
hard for them to declde the course
they will pursue,

It Is evident to all that better
roads are neded-—to some this is
more evident than to others. This
evidence welghs in proportion to
our standards of the term “good
roads.” This standard of the man,
who has seen no roads better than
those to be found in a poor, back-
woolds community must of necessity
be very low, while he who has been
aconatomed to the roads that have
been economieally located and prop-
Iy counstructed, with low grades,
good drainage and well bullt brid-
ges and culverts, has a very high
standard with which o Jjudge a
road.

It Is not to elther of these classes
that 1 address this article, but to
the plaln, houwest farmer, who has
not had the time to think seriously
or long upon the subject of the
road Improvement that now con-
fronts him, and who is asking what
it will all cost and how It will ben-
efit the man on the farm or lighten
his taxes. To him, a one per cent
grade or a ten per cent grade on a
road may mean nothing, because he
has never been told its meaning. 4
one per cent grade is one where the
grade rises or fulls one foot in &
hundred and lkewise a ten per cent
grade s bne where the grade rises
or fulls ten feet in a hundred.

One of the prerequisites for a
good road Is a low grade and this
low grade ean no more be made
without a level than can a terrace
or hill-side diteh be run around o
hill without a level.  Just here 1
am reminded that one of the writ-
ers in The Journil of last week sald
that for a long time Unlon county
would not need an engineer. 1 am
glnd that he said this. ‘There are
hundreds of other good men in the
county thinking the same thing and
thig one ltem of the law may at
first slght appear to be unwise. In
travelling over the C. C, & G, Ry.
from Altapasg on the ercst of
Blue Ridge to the valley of the
tawba, not more than five
nway nt the nearest polnt, the
s 1,300 feet—200 foor fall  per
mile—and yet & skillful engineer
was able to reduce thls to 84 feet
per mile.  Agein the distance from
Marshville to Monroe Is ten miles
and the differenece in elevation s
23 feot, which menns that it wounld
be possible 1o locate a roud
one point to the other on a grade
of one foor per mile, without one
particle of grading. This of course
would not be n wise loeatlon, since
the distance would be too great.
The distance and the grades must
be weighed together, and cuts must
be made to reduce the distance, To
lny out a road properly and con-
struet it economically, It must have
been surveyed and the ecost of the
different route computed or the re-
sult Is nlmost sure to be disastrous
to the road or to the road fund or
to both., Furthermore, the engin-
eer must be a man who ls not only
versed In the art of construeting
ronds and in the economy of thelr
location, but he must be able to
clearly demonstrite to others that
he knows his work and get men to
co-operate with him as the client
listens to his lawyer,

The most permanet part of the
road 18 the location and when this
f8 changed nll the work that has
ever been done on it Is lost.

Roads have been constructed In
many places In Union county,where
they were loeated from one valley
across a hill only to descend to the
same villey on the other gide of the
hill,. When these roads are to be
fmproved, they must be relocated
and thern all the work of grading
that has been done, will often times
be entirely lost. A road when once
located, should remain there forev-
er and the only way to make this
possible 18 to locate it properly and
the laymen enn no more locate &
road economically than ean a butch-
er take the place of a skillful sur-
geon.

To show the actunl cost of grades
and different road surfoces In terms
of horse power, 1 copy the follow-
ing from “Baker's Roads and Pave-
ments,” which I8 a recognized au-
thority on road bullding: -

On a level broken stone road, a
horse draws six times his weight,

On a level best earth road, horse
drawe three times his welght,

On a level muddy earth road, a
horse draws one time hls welght,

On n 3 per cent broken stone
rond, n horse draws 1.49 times his
welght,

On a three per cent best carth
rond, a horse draws 1.11 times hia
welght.

On a 3 per cent muddy earth road
a horse draws 054 times his
welght.

On a § per cent best earth road,
a horse draws 0.43 times his
welght.

On a 6 per cent muddy earth road
a horse draws 0.25 times hils
welght.

The foregoing flgures do not rep-
resent the ultimate strength of a

1911, was $17.284.53. Every man
in the county knows what his
taxes were In order to raise this
amount.

The King Drag does not glve per-
fect satlsfaction, as a rule, when
80 used, In fact, 1 have known of
0 many instances  where a trial
of that plan has so disgusted a man
that he has thrown up the whole
Job and declared It n fake,

The proper time to drag the ecarth
rouad ls when the soll is “moist but
not sticky." Molst enough to pack
but not wet enough to fasten ltsell
to the slabs of the drag.

The Idea of using the King Drag
when the mud is like mortar ls a
serlously mistnken one, 1 trust you
will nssist me.in.correctlng it.

I note that you give apace for
opinlons on the road bond guestion.
1 think that every one who can
ought avall themselves of this op-
portunity to express thelr vlews and
give reasons for the same. | am in
favor of good roads, permanent, sub-
stantinl roads. Conditlons have so
changed within the last half cent-
ury as to make the necessity ten
fold greater than ever before. We
make ten times more use of the
roads now than then. Agaln,
ronds are altogether out of harmony
with our progress along other lines.
Our homes and farms are more mod
ern and up-to-date in every respect.
We have built better schools, our
church bulldings and cemeteries are
better kept and more attractive, We
have better court houses and other
public bulldings. Towns and villages
are springing up all about us, A net
work of R. F. D. lines traverse the
county from side to gide and from
end to end, ete., ete, All these glve

But our public highways reflect
sadly upon our Intelligence and wis-
dom, We have the same old gul-
lies the same mud holes, the same
quagmires and loblollies of 40 years
ngo to #poll the beauty and har-
mony of It all.
